FAR REACHING PATENT DECISION 





A. B. Dick Company, WINS LITIGATION AND ESTAB- 
LISHES INTERESTING PRINCIPLE IN PATENT LAW 





EDITORIAL NOTE.—So much has been said about the Dick Mimeograph decision in a sensational way in 
papers, that some misconception may have arisen as to its probable effects. The papers have played up the dissent 
to the practical exclusion of the reasons which moved the majority of the court to uphold the license restrictions as t 
n the A. B. Dick machines. We have endeavored in the subjoined article t mdense the reasons why the court di 
did and to point out briefly some of the arguments imade by the dissenting justices. It is quite probable that this decis 
sult in some needed amendments and overhauling in the patent laws of the country It is predicted that Congr 
early date will define precisely the operation of the patent law, and the extent of that operation, and imp 
duty on the part of the patentee to manufacture his article and to offer it to the public within a reasonable length of time 
granting of the patent. As the law now stands the patentee may suppress his ideas entirely if he wishes, for a period of 
years during the life of the patent. This is one of the things which-apparently needs correction in our patent laws.

INTERESTING TYPE DUPLICATOR. 

The Lettergraph Multiple Typewriter is 
the name of a device which is being mar- 
keted by the Lettergraph Sales Company, 
804 Maryland Trust Building, Baltimore, 
Md. The machine uses standard type that 
matches that of the typewriter. The im- 
pression is made by a rubber roller passing 
over a flat bed which supports the paper 
type and ribbon. The machine, ‘t is said, 
will print from electrotypes of wood and 
wax engravings. The machine has a flat 
bed upon which the type is assembled. A 
white ribbon is employed and it is claimed 
that the traveling platen, used in connec- 
tion with the machine, insures equal pres- 
sure upon every part of the type. The rib- 
bon movement is automatic.

Following the spring 
came the binder which preserved 
some of the original ideas, but attained its 
expansive and contracting mechanism by 
a system of levers worked by a screw and 
upon the principle of the club skate 
mechanism. It must not be forgotten, how- 
ever, as already pointed out, that a patent 
was issued as early as 1843 on a binder em- 
bodying one-half of the lever principle em- 
ployed in the club skate; or rather, perhaps, 
it might be clearer to say that the Nock 
patent of 1843 was a screw and series of 
levers On one side, instead of a screw and 
double series as in the club skate mechan- 
ism. In both the Nock and in a later pat- 
taken out in 1878, as already pointed 
out, the club ‘skate principle was _ fore- 
shadowed. The screw employed was double- 
threaded, the threads on opposite sections 
of the screw running in different directions, 
both threads running towards the center 
of the screw. These threads passed through 
apertures in the end of levers which were 
attached by means of pins or axles to the 
expansive portion of the binder. Rotating 
the screw had the effect of contracting the 
binder or spreading it apart, according to 
the direction in which the screw was turned. 
Clearly this system would operate with one 
set of levers, both levers being on the same 
side of the screw. It is equally plain that 
a binder having a double set of two levers 
on either side of the screw would give 
double the expansion without materially in- 
creasing the weight of the mechanism. This 
was the club skate principle which, how- 
ever, does not seem to have been applied 
with commercial success for quite a num- 
ber of years, indeed, not until the loose 
leaf idea as a whole began to be taken up 
by the business world some eighteen or 
twenty years ago.

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The first loose leaf mechanisms were 
made of steel, but the inclination was, ap- 
parently, to make these steel plates a little 
too cumbersome for convenient use in book 
binding. Various refinements of the orig- 
inal models were devised, such as round 
back ledgers in imitation of the regular 
bound back. Leather and cloth covers 
were employed and all the finer bindings 
were used, according to the grade of the 
goods, even at a comparatively early date 
in the loose leaf industry. In the early day 
—some two decades ago—the loose leaf 
maker had no practicable medium, except 
steel, which would give the _ requisite 
strength to his mechanism without being 
too expensive; but by and by the increas- 
ing cheapness of aluminum brought about 
its use for loose leaf ledger backs, and for 
a time a great many loose leaf backs were 
built of this metal, except for those mechan- 
ical parts on which the greatest strain came, 
such as the levers, posts and lock mechan- 
ism. Aluminum was discovered to be brit- 
tle, but fortunately the general introduction 
of automobiles about this time brought 
about a large demand for a thin, tough, 
light steel plate, which was found to be 
eminently suitable in the manufacture of 
loose leaf ledger backs so that it now has 
come to pass that loose leaf manufacturers 
are able to construct a book of inexpensive 
steel which is actually lighter than the 
aluminum back loose leaf books. 

We have already seen that the idea of 
constructing a round back loose leaf binder 
was conceived a good many years ago, but 
an old patent which embodied this idea in- 
cidentally never seems to have been brought 
before the public as a commercial proposi- 
tion, so that one of the first inventors to 
devise a round back loose leaf book, which 
should be at once sightly, durable and prac- 
tical, was the late Harvey P. Jones, widely 
known as the inventor of the Harvester 
Twine Binder, the Hand Drop Drill and 
many other useful machines. The idea of a 
merchantable round back loose leaf book 
was suggested to Mr. Jones by his son, W. 
Gifford Jones, who was the representative 
of a Chicago loose leaf company, two or 
three years after the World’s Fair. It was 
between 1896 and 1898 that the 
idea of a round back ledger was worked 
out by Mr. Jones, for the patents 
granted to him in 1898, and the inventor,

We have not been 
able to discover when the original post 
binder was first put in use nor by whom it 
was invented. J. A. Mudd, of the Chicago 
Binder and File Company, states that a 
form of extension post binder with 
posts at the end of a strip holder with holes 
punched in the sheets, was in use probably 
thirty years ago. At any rate, it was one 
of the office devices which Mr. Mudd was 
familiar with when he first went into an 
other line of business as a young man. But 
we are told that the first loose leaf binder 
with the sectional posts was invented and 
made by Jacob Wolfe in 1893 in the city 
of New York. Jacob Wolfe sold a large 
number of these binders to the new York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad in the 
same year in which he put his invention on 
the market. 

The Wolfe invention evidently followed 
the old projecting post binder which, ex 
cept as a-receptacle for papers and orders 
which had been disposed of, was more or 
less of a cumbersome appliance. The sec- 
tional post binder was, therefore, a long 
step in advance, and binders with sectional 
posts are still on the market and have main- 
tained a strong position in the loose leaf 
field.

Mr. Razall’s method was to make a sheet 
with a plurality of closely assembled series 
of indentations or minute perforations ad- 
jacent to one end thereof, and with a sub- 
stantial portion of the sheet left free there- 
from, above and below the said assembled 
series. 

A patent on a machine for treating paper 
for loose leaf ledgers to produce a flexible 
hinge, was granted to W. Gifford Jones and 
Henry S. Jones of the Jones Loose Leaf 
Specialty Company on January 23, 1906. 
With this machine they successfully pro- 
duce the so-called Eureka flexible leaf, 
which itself was covered by a patent issued 
to them February 7, 1905. 

The Berkshire Hills Paper Company of 
Adams, Mass., also produces a loose leaf 
ledger sheet with a mill-made flexible hinge. 
This sheet has been widely advertised and 
is extensively used, as is also the Jones 
Eureka method above described. 

Another paper company to make the flex- 
ible hinge in its loose leaf ledger sheets is 
the Byron-Weston Company. This hinge 
is put in the paper during the process of 
manufacture. 

3efore the development of sheets made 
flexible at the turning point in the process 
of manufacture at the mill, and before the 
development of the special hinge treatment 
by machinery, a number of methods to 
hinged sheets were employed with unsatis- 
factory results. One of the most unique 
was a sandblast, a process which was never 
satisfactory and has long since gone out 
of use.
